Eligibility 
This awards program is open to 
individuals or teams of architects, 
landscape architects, professional 
engineers, interior designers and 
associates. Projects must have been 
initiated in Ontario, completed and 
fully in use by October 27, 1989. 
Projects with which any member 
of the jury or the steering committee 
has been associated, either in design 
or construction, will not be eligible. 
Projects which have previously 
received a Premier’s Award are not 
eligible. 


Categories 
Projects may be entered in each of 
the following categories: 


¢ Non-Residential: New 

e Non-Residential: Retrofit 
¢ Residential: New 

¢ Residential: Retrofit 


e Mixed Use Projects: The steering 
committee will classify projects 


Awards 

¢ The number of awards selected in 
each category will be at the discre- 
tion of the jury. However, if the jury 
decides that entries are not of suffi- 
ciently high calibre, it may withhold 
the award in any category. 


¢ No applicant may receive more 
than one award in each category in 
one year. 


Criteria 
Entries will be judged for: 


¢ Access: the degree by which the 
project affords access to all persons, 
including those with disabilities; 


e Integration: the integration of the 
barrier-free features of the project 
into its overall design; 


¢ Innovation: originality in the 
barrier-free features of the project; 


e Practicality: the degree to which 
the barrier-free features are func- 
tional, useful and safe; 


¢ Utility: the potential of the barrier- 


free features for use in other settings; 


e Safety: the barrier-free device, 
feature or system must not compro- 
mise the life or health of the users 
nor invite damage to property by 
reason of its presence; 


e Interior Design: the degree to 
which the barrier-free elements 
are aesthetically enhanced. 


SUBMISSION REQUIREMENTS 
Stage 1 


A separate completed entry form 
must accompany each entry. There 
is no limit to the number of entries 
submitted. 

Each submission must contain 
the following: 


ea completed entry form; 


¢ a site plan for each project with 
surroundings and location to indi- 
cate its context; 


¢ no more than two additional 
typewritten pages if required; 


¢ three or four 10.2 cm x 15.2 cm 
(4” x 6”) photographs in colour of 
the barrier-free design components. 


e Applications will be considered 


only if accompanied by photographs. 


Pre-Judging 


All submissions will be pre-judged by 


a Steering Committee based on the 
criteria of access, integration, inno- 
vation, practicality, utility, safety and 
aesthetics. 

The Steering Committee will visit 
project sites. Working drawings and 
evidence that the building has been 
approved by the local building 
authority must be made available. 

The submissions selected by the 
committee will be invited to enter 


Stage 2. 


Stage 2 
Finalists to Stage 2 will receive a 
request by mail to forward a second 
submission of art boards. Details will 
be provided in the letter. 

The Office for Disabled Persons, 
may, at its discretion, assist with the 
cost of the final entry. 


Publicity 
Entrants must agree to allow 
photographs, plans or other details 
of their projects to be exhibited or 
publicized by the Office for Disabled 
Persons. 

Award recipients may publicize 
their award with prior approval from 
the Office for Disabled Persons. 


Jury 

A panel of prominent architects, 
landscape architects, professional 
engineers, interior designers and 
designers will adjudicate.
